The pinpoint locaion of these billets was not specified by source, who was 

only sure that t/e installation was calstructed between 1935 ond 1939, The

In the mess, an army general was referred to as comender of the 
headquarters. However, source also stated thet the high-ranking 

air force officers mentioned above belonged to the same heacquarters, 

The headquarters was in a multi-story brick structure separate from the 
others . 


The extensive barracks installations in the southwestern sector of the 
city on former Crenadier Strect were occupied by Soviet airmen. Also, 
troops wearing red epaulets were occasionally observed there by source. 


The residential suburb in the southwestern sector o: the city on the 
‘aldenburg, (0 51/1 07) rnad was requisitioned by the Sovicts and served 
exclusive:y as a residential area for officers of the post. The roads 
leading to the area were cuarded, 


The relationships between the Soviet and the Polish troops were surely 
fficial., Only at official festivals were Polish officers invited to the 
Soviet post mess. Soviet soldiers refused to salute Polish officers, No 
Soviet troops took part in the review and the festival cenonstration march 
held on 1 vay. The Soviet troops, tho marched to sport events or the movies 
in close order, were only rarely seen on the streets of the city. 


According to a letter from Schweidnitz received by source in May 1951, 
the troops belonging to the Sov.et force of the post were relieved. No 
more details were available,

Previous reports by other reset‘lers y Whose statements covered the neriod 
prior to mid-October 1950, stated thet soviet treops wearinc blue uniforns 
and blue epaulets and brown uniforms with black epaulets, partially fur- 
nishec with crassed-cunbarrel insignia, were osserved in the barracks 


installation. ee > The preseat report confirms the 
information on the location of artillery units furnished by the reference 


report to sone extent, although the uniforms deserihed by the reference 
report remein unidentifiable. 

A previous report stated that the Zovko Barracks were occypiec by Polish 
troops, whereas the miuti-story buildine located in the northeastern sec~ 
tor of the city and occupied by Polish troops was not mentionec in previous 
reports. Inasimch as no heavy weapons were otserved, the troops located 
in the two barracks installations may be militia units. Reports by other 
resettlers of mid-October 1950 on the occupation of this installetion were 
fairly consistent with the nrese 3 
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
